den upswing in business without 
danger of any severe losses in sales. 


Dealer stocks this year reached 
their peak on May 1, when the in- 
ventories amounted to approxi- 


mately 440,000. This compared with 
a peak of 559,000 in 1929, which 
was reached in April of that year. 

Not only was the 1929 peak more 
than 100,000 in excess of 
reached this year, but the stocks 
in the hands of dealers last year 
continued to be at an excessive 
level throughout the entire year and 
remained to be cleared away to nor- 
mal proportions this year. It was 
that factor that held production 
down in the early months of 1930 
and led to so much unemployment 
in the industry. It is now certain 
that no such burden will be passed 
on to 1931 by 1930. 

Even at the close of 1929, with 
the dealers Supposed to be ready to 


accept heavy deliveries of new 
models, the stocks of cars in the 
hands of the retailers amounted 


to around 400,000 units. 

So successful were the manufac- 
turers and dealers in ridding them- 
selves of their surplus stocks in the 
first four months of the vear that 
dealer stocks showed a gain of only 
40.000 during the season of the year 
in which the manufacturers build 
up stocks for the spring buying 
season. 

With stocks at 440,000 as of Mav 1, 
manufacturers and dealers decided 
it was time to begin to cut them 
down, and within six weeks the 
holdings had been reduced to 
417,000, as of June 1. and by July 
15 to 390,000. 

Dealer stocks at this time last 
| Year were still around half a million 
and the tetal at the present time ix 
|}around 25 per cent. lower than a 
year ago. 

‘Considerable progress will be made 
| within the next month in reducing 
the new car stocks to their August 
15 level of 350,000, where they are 
likely to remain for some time. 

The following table shows the

AY PRIEST, well known Detroit newspaper man, ap- 
parently has a life job. You know he is official repre- 
sentative of the American Automobile Association on the 
Dodge car that has been sent out to run Up a greater mileage 
than any other motor vehicle ever has traveled. That is the 
goal announced by the Dodge people, but they are ambitious 
and on the side say the car is going to be kept on the road 
until it is worn out and cannot go any further. If that 
doesn’t mean a life job for Priest, I am mistaken. 
This Dodge runs in and out of Detroit, but each trip is 
a realtour. It came back to town this week, returning from 
its fifth trip which took it to Toledo, Youngstown, Pitts- 
burgh, Washington,- Baltimore, through the Virginias, At- 


‘lanta, Montgomery, Memphis, Nashville and back to Detroit 


through Cincinnati, making about 35,000 miles in all since 
it took to the road on the present stunt. 

On the go all the time might sound like a monotonous 
job, but this knight of the quill-is getting a big kick out of 
it, not the least thrilling part of the affair being given the 
opportunity of grasping the hand of President Hoover in 
Washington and telling him all about what this particular 
Dodge is doing.

EERING through the windows of this Dodge marathon 

car, Priest has noted that new hard surfaced roads are 
being built at a surprising rate everywhere; grades are be- 
ing leveled and curves straightened, and everything is dene 
on a scientific basis. As reported by Priest, New York still 
appears to have more good hard-surface roads, but ether 
states are pressing the Empire State closely. New Mexico 
is doing a sp&ndid job of straightening curves and leveling 
grades, with Arizona running a close second. Iowa seems 
ambitious to outstrip every one in paving more miles of road- 
way. 

States west of the Mississippi are now building roads 
at a faster pace than the Eastern commonwealths. Mud 
through Kansas need no longer be feared, especially on the 
transcontinental highways. Today there remain only eighty 
miles of dirt road on the Old National Trail in this state. 
Horseshoe Bend in the Allegheny Mountains near Uniontown, 
'Pa., has been entirely eliminated. Raton Pass in the Rockies, 
once called the most dangerous stretch of highway in the 
country, is another to be wiped out. This break through the 
mountains has been made as safe and easy to negotiate as 


the level ground.

ALTER CHRYSLER evidently believes in finding out 
what his cars will actually do on the road, instead of 
theorizing. Not only has he sent the Dodge out on this ap- 
parently never-ending journey, but he has recently put the 
new De Soto eight over the road from San Diego, Cal., to 
Seattle, Wash., and return to test the performance of a cer- 
tain brand of oil and gasoline. The reports show the car 
ran 2,882 miles through cities, over country roads and up 
and down steep mountain grades at an average speed of 40.25 
miles per hour. The test told Mr. Chrysler that the gasoline 
used in the De Soto produced an average of 16.15 miles per 
gallon, while the laboratory inspection of the oil in the crank- 
case showed only 1.5 per cent. dilution on the outbound trip 


and 1.4 on the return trip.

UNDER JERSEY RIVERS 


Trenton, N. J., Sept. 16.—Official 

announcement is made by Assist- 
ant State Engineer F. C. Bedwell of 
the state highway board that the 
Lincoln highway bridges over the 
Hackensack and Passaic Rivers will 
be superseded before long by tun- 
nels.

OL. LEONARD AYRES, the Cleveland economist, in his 

latest statement to the Automotive Daily News, regis- 

ters his belief that American business touched the bottom 

of the present depression at the end of July. He believes 

that we are on the upgrade, but that progress is still so 
Jimited that we scarcely realize that the upturn has come. 

It seems likely that in certain lines buying will improve 
considerably this fall. Low inventories in almost all lines, 
as Roger Babson pointed out last week, make it inevitable 
that retailers and jobbers must begin placing orders. Mr. 
Babson believes that this buying revival in certain fields may 
take the form of a stampede of buying. 

In the automotive industry we cannot hope for any very 
extensive revival of buying before the shows. The fall 
months are normally dull and there is no reason why they 
should be exceptional this year. However, this period will 
unquestionably be used for a further clearing of dealer stocks 
so that when buying really begins the dealer organization 
will instantly feel the effects of the revival. 

At any rate, we have authoritative information to the 
effect that we are on the way up, even though progress to 
date has been slow. 


The Ideal Income 


N a recent questionnaire sent out by the London Daily 
Herald that newspaper asked some of its distinguished 
readers ‘““What is the ideal income?” As might be expected, 
the answers varied widely. Lady Duff Gordon believed that 
$30,000 a year was the absolute minimum on which one 
could be free and happy. George Bernard Shaw holds that 
$2,000 a year is the income that should satisfy all a man’s 
reasonable needs. The majority of those who answered the 
inquiry picked an income of from $2,000 to $2,500 as the 
ideal. 

One of the most interesting answers was returned by 
Gilbert Frankau, who quoted Mr. Micawber to the effect that 
the perfect income is one pound more than you spend. 

What interested us was in wondering just what income 
the average American automobile dealer would consider the 
ideal.
